ratirgs of the 64 families were just under par all along the 
line. There weren’t many major complaints but a whole 
army of minor ones: fatigue, jitters, nervous habits, di- 
gestive upsets, borderline health, subpar resistance. 
Medical tests showed these complaints were due to plain, 
unadorned malnutrition. The victims didn’t know it, but 
they were starving. 

How can you eat yourself into an underpar status 
when you think you’re living off the fat of the land? 
That’s what the researchers wanted to know. They finally 





pinned down the answers with these brass tacks. Poor 
selection of foods. Pet aversions. Bungling in the kitchen. 
Beat-up utensils that do to cauliflower what shouldn’t 
happen to a parsnip.

You, foo, can be a 
storyteller 


Storytime fun can be a highlight in your 
youngster’s memories .. . especially if the 


tales are ones you’ve made up just for him 
By Joyce Edgar 


Wren your small son or daughter clamors for a story, you 
don’t have to take a back seat to any storyteller on the 
radio. Not if you’ré prepared with a story of your own mak- 
ing. Small fry don’t expect literary masterpieces. You'll be 
surprised how easily they’re satisfied. 

Stories about animals and people that your child knows 
will delight him. Tales continued from night to night are 
good if each part or chapter has a satisfying ending. 

Try weaving your stories around one or two favorite 
characters. Chances are your listener may come to insist on 
having his own dog or cat in the tale. 

Give the animals names, such as Sammy Skunk or Gilda 
the Goldfish. Children like to feel that animals are like peo- 
ple. They expect the animals to act and talk just as humans do. 

If you are at a loss for ideas, just look around you. A 
picture on the wall or a magazine illustration may furnish 
the start you need. A simple plot covering a short space of 
time is the best interest holder for a very young child. 

The test of a good story is in the telling. Match your voice 
to the part. A low growling for a bear and a high-pitched 
squeak for a mouse will make small listeners scream with 
delight. However, don’t overdo it; or your child may be- 
come too stimulated and frightened. 

Use picture words when you can. If your characters are 
trekking across an Arctic ice patch, make your listeners feel 
the cold. If you talk about rustling leaves, your youthful fol- 
lowers will imagine themselves kicking through crisp leaves. 


Actions will add excitement. When your story characters 
are knocking on a door, pound the nearest table or ask your 
audience to help you out. 

Stories are a wonderful way to tell your children all about 
other countries and peoples. Take their favorite characters 
to other lands, explaining the costumes, habits, and food 
they eat as they travel on their way. You can portray other 
nationalities and races as wonderful and interesting people, 
not strange foreigners. 

A tale about school in which story people are having a 
wonderful time may increase your child’s eagerness to go 
to school and enjoy the same things. 

If his ideals like to eat their vegetables and other foods, 
you may find his eating habits improving. 

If you live in town, tell your young listeners all about the 
farm animals and machinery. If you live in the country, 
weave your tales about big city life. 

For a new twist, try drawing pictures of the animals or 
people you’re talking about. Furnish everybody with paper 
and pencil or crayons and go to it. 

The story hour will be your children’s favorite time of day 
if you enter into the fun with original ideas. Don’t forget 
to act the part; your children will love it and so will you.

New form of 2,4-D is safer 


A new form of 2,4-D tested this summer promises to 
make this valuable weed killer even more useful by 
making it safer to use. In the past, it has been impos- 
sible to spray close to tomatoes and many other plants 
because just the fumes from 2,4-D would injure them. 
The new 2,4-D is a nonvolatile ester which gives off no 
fumes. This summer I placed cans of it directly under 
tomato plants without a trace of injury. The same 


plants later distorted in a matter of hours with cans of 


the old-type ester 2,4-D beneath them. The new 2,4-D 
will be available to home gardeners next season. 


New ivy isn't hurt by bitter cold 


A new ivy, recently discovered, promises to be a real 
boon to people who garden in colder climates. It was 
discovered growing on a 100-year-old iron fence, 
where it had survived subzero temperatures which 
would kill even Baltic ivy, hardiest form of English 
ivy. The new hardy ivy hasn’t been named yet. It 
has a heart-shaped leaf, and is similar to English ivy. 
It probably won't be available in quantity much be- 
fore 1951 or 1952. I grew plants of it in my own garden 
this past summer. They made excellent growth, indi- 
cating that it is vigorous enough to be a first-rate 
groundcover as well as wall climber. 


New verbena doesn’t sprawl 


One of the most interesting developments in flowers 
is the upright verbenas introduced by a California 
seed house this year. Instead of sprawling, these 
have strong, erect stems that hold the flowers above 
the foliage. They form broad mats of color in the gar- 
den, much more effective than the thin effect of the 
older types of verbenas. 


Chemical holds back plant growth 


Plant scientists have a powerful new tool since dis- 
covery that a chemical called maleic hydrazide will 
keep plants from making any growth for several weeks 
without injuring them. The chemical has big possibil- 
ities in plant breeding, and may lead to many new va- 
rieties, since earlier varieties can be held back and 
crossed with those that mature later. Possibilities for 
the home garden are many. For instance, a chemical 
spray could make grass remain short without mowing 
for several weeks. Or growth of some plants might be 
checked to make them resistant to frost. Or seeding of 
ornamental plants could be prevented, to make them 
bloom longer. More on page 35

New mulch made from forest wastes 


Now people who garden have still another material 
for mulching and adding humus to the soil. It’s made 
from Douglas fir tree bark, and has excellent qualities. 
Tests show that it lasts longer than peatmoss when 
used to loosen soil, and does a better job of loosening. 
As a mulch, it is excellent, and blows less than most 
materials. It has the advantage of not absorbing water 
so readily that it robs the soil under it of moisture, 
which is the big defect of peatmoss as a mulch. The 
material is already on the market. 


Don't use old rotenone bug poisons 


Last summer, as usual, many people learned that it 
isn’t always good economy to use leftover insect killers. 
Dozens of complaints of failure with rotenone were 
checked. Invariably it turned out that kept-over dust 
had been used. Rotenone dust loses its strength very 
quickly, so you should throw out any left over from 
the summer; you'll just be wasting your time if you 
use it next year. Liquid rotenone sprays keep better, 
but any opened bottle two years old or older should be 
junked. But don’t quit using rotenone; it’s still the one 
material you can use safely on vegetables close to the 
time you harvest and eat them. Other bug killers are 
poisonous to some degree to humans, and there is al- 
ways the possibility that some of the poison will 
main on vegetables sprayed near harvest. Rotenone, 
on the other hand, is harmful only to insects. 


Sure death for redspider-mites 


At last we have a real kill for red spiders. These mites 
are to blame for most summer browning of evergreens, 
phlox, and dahlias, and cause severe injury to roses 
and beans. Azobenzene dust cleans the mites out in a 
hurry. When used where air temperatures are above 
70 degrees, it doesn’t injure plants; and unlike sulfur, 
it can be used during hot weather when red-spider 
trouble is worst. It is apparently nonpoisonous to 
humans, since I have worked for an hour in a green- 
house fumigated with azobenzene without any bad 
effects. The dust is sold under several trade names. 
Follow directions on the container carefully. 


w garden bean is tops 


Tests on the new Topcrop bean, which will be offered 
for the first time in 1950, convinces me that this is 
the No. 1 bean for home gardens. Plants in good 
soil produce about 25 pods each at a picking, and the 
flavor is absolute tops, even when pods are allowed to 
grow seven or eight inches long. Yet even this bean 
will be superseded in a year or two by one that has all 
the same good points, plus early maturity. Both beans 
re highly resistant to disease. 


Time to reclassify tulips? 


People have had their annual autumn struggle with 
confusing tulip varieties, and right now is a good time 
to consider a reclassification of Breeder, Cottage, and 
Darwin tulips. Once these divisions told something 
about the form and color of the flower, but those dif- 
ferences are fast becoming nonexistent. I propose that 
all three be grouped into a single class of large-flow- 
ered tulips. Ignore the artificial groupings and you’ll 
have a much wider choice of tulips.

Use spring bulbs for 
winter color 


Flowering bulbs will brighten a sunny window 
during winter—when you most need their beauty 


By Walter Pinygon 


Bus. grown indoors, never lose 
their popularity as house plants. 
You can have a sunny window 
filled with spring flowers from 


January until spring if you planta 


good supply of bulbs now. 

It takes only a 
amount of care to make most 
spring bulbs produce their flowers 
indoors. You can use crocuses, 
tulips, daffodils, hyacinths, grape- 
hyacinths, scillas, and other less 
well-known bulbs 

Buy good bulbs. Inferior ones 
will prove a disappointment. Your 
seed or bulb dealer will recom- 
mend varieties that are especially 
good for growing indoors. Get 
them started right now, the sooner 
the better. 

Don’t plant different varieties in 
the same pot. Some will be done 
blooming and unsightly while

Pot your bulbs in good soil, made porous, 


others will just be coming into 
flower. But put several bulbs of the 
same variety in one pot for the best 
effect, although hyacinths will 
usually give a good show with a 
single bulb. 

It will take some bulbs a little 
longer than others to develop a 
good root system. But once. they 
are ready, you can take them in 
whenever you wish. That way you 
can space them out so as always 
to have some in bloom. 

The bulbs can be thrown away 
after forcing, or you can keep them 
growing until the foliage withers 
down naturally. Then plant them 
outside in the spring. They will 
gather strength and will usually 
bloom outdoors after a couple of 
years. But don’t try to use the 
same bulbs indoors again next 
year—it won’t work. 





if necessary, by adding sand. It's best 
to use a low, broad pot, called a bulb 
pan. Keep drainage hole from clogging 
with pieces of broken pot as shown. Al- 
low an inch or so between bulbs, with 
tips just below soil surface. Water well 











Now move pots to a dark place where temperature is 
about 40 degrees. A cool basement corner will do, or dig 
a pit about a foot deep outside as shown. Use gravel for 
drainage, and protect pots against freezing with a cover- 
ing of leaves, excelsior, or similar material. A cover will 
keep out rain. Bulbs in basement may need extra water

Where will your overnight guests sleep? 


Where can you seat eight for dinner? 


Where can your children study in quiet? 


Those are questions more and more of you are asking, 
as high wages and expensive materials force you to buy 
or build homes smaller than you like. They are questions 
that become acute when you try to overcome high build- 
ing costs by merely adapting a conventional house plan 
to smaller over-all house dimensions. 

Such an adaptation—as many of you are finding 
results in a house made of tiny rooms, none large enough 
for its intended use. So you are asking “‘where?”’ 

The answer to your question is making every inch of 
your allotted space useful; making your rooms do more 
than one job: and giving your home the appearance of 
being larger than it is. You can do this by open planning, 
color, and furniture that has more than one use. 

Open planning means arranging living space in your 
home so it forms a continuous flow of unbroken areas, 
rather than a series of completely separated rooms. To 
accomplish this, you can use low partitions—perhaps 
only built-in storage units—to separate areas. 

In open planning, high partitions are eliminated ex- 
cept where complete privacy is necessarv. Where possible, 
right-angled interior partitions are avoided: by flaring 
or angling a partition you can create a sense of distance, 
rather than confinement. 


Oden planning also means bringing the outdoors into 
the house visually by using large glass areas instead of 
cramped windows. 

Open planning means, too, avoiding broken wall sur- 
faces, except where a decorative accent is wanted—such 
as well-placed bookshelves. It means avoiding heavy con- 
trasting wood trim around doors or windows, for instance, 
and using instead every sensible device to eliminate 
cramped effects. It strives for a restful sense of space. 

That space must be useful, too. High windows, as an 
example, give you more wall space for furniture arrange- 
ment. Built-ins take little floor space. Recessed, focusing 
wall and ceiling lighting fixtures keep rooms from being 
cluttered with floor lamps. Doors have to be positioned 
so they don’t take up needed wall area.

In decorating a small home, the use of cool colors— 
blues and greens——makes rooms appear larger. Light 
tones have a similar effect, as does painting all wood- 
work and moldings the same color as the walls 

Ceilings should be lighter than the walls to make them 
appear higher. You can also stretch the apparent size of 
a room by painting one or two walls a different, lighter 
color. Save bright colors for small areas, such as lamps. 

To make the most of your open planning, paint or paper 
adjoining rooms the same color, or closely related colors. 
And if you use wallpaper, be cautious about its pattern— 
small over-all patterns or papers using various tones of 
the same color are best.

tie same theory applies to rugs. Blues, greens, and 


neutral colors give spaciousness, as does wall-to-wall 
carpeting. Many small scatter rugs chop up space. To 
give a feeling of greater space, carpet the living room, 
dining room, hall—even the bedrooms—alike. 

In furnishing your small home, buy small-scale furni- 
ture, and buy pieces that will do more than one job. Too- 
large furniture takes needed floor space, and dwarfs a 
room. On the other hand, undersized furniture gives a 
room a spotty, unfinished look. 

You can find much furniture with more than one use. 
[here are sofa beds, desks that can be used as dining- 
room servers or bedroom vanities, chairs with matching 
hassocks that become lounges. There are breakfronts 
that also are dining tables, desks that become tables.

Wen Alfred Lateiner began building his new home last 
summer, there was one unusual specification in the plans. The 
house was to be accident-proof. The idea of a home stripped 
of hazards to safety had long been in his mind. 

Mr. Lateiner is an industrial safety engineer. During the 
war, the Navy presented him with a Meritorious Service 
Award for a safety method he devised. After the war, he joined 
the staff of New York’s City College, and set up accident-control 
programs for 40 industries. Within two years, injury rates in 
those industries fell by almost 50 percent. 

It was the National Safety Council’s report of 44% million 
home accidents a year that set Mr. Lateiner wondering. Could 
he design an accident-proof house?

Keep them 
away from heat and bright sun. Keep sifter tops 
closed to prevent the escape of the volatile oils 
which are the source of flavor.

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Casseroles. and baking 
dishes. Look for standard 
size, durable material 
and finish, a snug-fitting 
cover, a baker attractive 
enough to go to table or 
potluck. Casseroles pic- 
tured are of earthenware, 
tin-lined copper (center), 
and heat-resistant glass 


For moist, crusty-coated meat and fish loaves, fruit- 
nut breads, fragrant homemade bread and rolls— 
the loaf pan. Look for slightly rounded corners, 
pan made of one piece of material without seams 
and with smoothly turned edges. You might like to 
have this pan in both the medium and large sizes 


For light, beautiful cakes 


Cake pans. Look for straight sides, flat bot- 
tom, smooth edges, the right depth to allow 
for rising and yet give an evenly browned 
top, as few seams as possible, sturdiness to 
withstand high oven temperatures. Check 
your favorite baking recipes to find out what 
size pans they call for, and then buy those 
sizes. You'll probably want round, square, 
and oblong cake pans for different jobs 


For perfect pie 


Piepans. Look for fairly deep pan, of size 
called for in your most-used recipes. Fluted 
edge on pan (left) stops runovers. Dull- 
finish aluminum like this one, or any non- 
shiny surface, gives evenly browned crust. 
Heat-resistant glass (center) and earthen- 
ware pie plate (right) give excellent results

When you’re puzzling over what meat to 
have for dinner, the answer more often than 
t comes up, ““Chops’””—because chops are 
easy to cook, they’re delicious, and they’re 
‘‘carved”’ so they’re easy to serve. But 
n't just give them a quick trip to the 
killet. They’re worthy of as careful seasoning 
nd gentle cooking as an expensive roast. 
Use medium heat to brown chops; brown 
them evenly and thoroughly. Use only 
enough fat to keep them from sticking. 
Simmer or slow-bake them so they’ll be 


moist and tender. 
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Breaded Veal Cheops. Under the crispy golden-brown 
crust, there's tender meat. These chops were dipped in egg 
and dry bread crumbs, then cooked slowly for one hour. 
They can cook (under cover) on top of the range or in the 
oven (325°). Try fixing veal chops with condensed mushroom 
soup, too—the way we do the pork chops on the next page 


Broiled Lamb Chops. You can broil loin, rib, or shoulder lamb chops. Broiled 
chops make one of the fastest and easiest meals you can do. The main dish be- 
comes as simple as turning on the broiler, cooking chops till they're brown, season- 
ing, and serving. See page 87 for timing. If you would like to fix a whole meal, ar- 
range cooked potatoes, salted and brushed with butter, on rack with chops. And 
last 5 minutes add pineapple slices. Notice how handy tongs are at the broiler 
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Barbecued Pork Cheops. Brown the chops, then simmer or slow-bake them in 
the sauce. The barbecue sauce is easy—it's just a mixture of catsup, celery 
seed, nutmeg, vinegar, water, and bay leaf. It doesn’t take any precooking. 
You can mix it while the chops brown. Then add the sauce to the skillet; cov- 
er. Slide the chops into the oven; forget them till dinnertime 1'/ hours later. You 
might bake a pan of corn bread. Hot and crusty, it's good with tang of the chops 


Corn-Stuffed Pork Chops. You ask the meatman to 
cut a pocket in the thick chops. Then you fill the pockets 
with corn stuffing (bread cubes, salt and pepper and sage 
to taste, whole kernel corn) and fasten the chops with 
toothpicks. They bake 1 hour. Orange slices not only 
look pretty and make an easy garnish, they taste good 


Pork Cheops With Mushroom Gravy. You brown the chops well in the 
skillet, give them a good sprinkle of salt and pepper. Then all you do is open a 
can of condensed mushroom soup, pour it over the meat. If you have onion and 
mushrooms on hand, put a slice of each on the chops. Cover the skillet; simmer 
slowly top of range or put the skillet in the oven (325°). The soup becomes a 
rich, brown gravy; the chops, fork-tender. Asparagus adds color to the platter 


Double-Deck Pork Chops. Make sandwiches of the browned chops 
with a wonderful apple stuffing (bread cubes, chopped apple, onion, 
poultry seasoning, butter). The double-decker is held together with 
toothpicks. Place all in baking dish; top with apple slices (leave on the 
red peel) and sprinkle with brown sugar. Stir some flour into all the good 
brown drippings in the skillet; blend in the vinegar and water recipe 
calls for; cook till thick. Pour over chops. Cover snugly. Bake slowly

L you could take the equivalent of just one eight-hour day, sit 
down at your machine with instructions, and practice on pieces 
of fabric, you could be an expert at sewing. 

In another eight hours you could master all the sewing aids, 
all of which would save time and make for more professional 
results, whether the sewing is done for the home or the family. 
If you sew hesitatingly because of lack of practice or know-how, 
master the tricks and become an expert.

You can pin-baste. Place the 
two pieces of fabric on a table or 
work board, with the more bias 
edge on top.

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Does your child mind? 


By N. E. Cutts and Nicholas Moseley 


A you satisfied with the way your boy or girl minds? 
Do you think you’re not strict enough? Too strict? 

So much has been written about the importance of the 
way you discipline your children that thoughtful parents 
sometimes don’t know what to believe. Many become 
tense and worry about their own methods of handling 
their boys and girls. 

There are no rules about discipline that can be applied 
in every situation. What works well with one child may 
not work well with another. Measures appropriate at one 
age may be worse than useless at another. There are, 
though, guiding principles. Here are some of the most 
important. 


Let your youngster know you love him. 


Good discipline doesn’t depend essentially on what 
you do, but on what you fee/. Parents who show their af- 
fection by taking time to play with their children aren’t 
likely to make serious mistakes. 


Don’t require too much of your youngster. 


A child learns to mind by minding. Demanding some- 
thing he cannot do just cultivates a habit of disobedience. 
Pride and convenience often tempt parents to ask their 
boy or girl to do many things before he is able. The 
younger the child, the more he must be helped in doing 
things rather than just being told to do them. 


Establish simple routines. 


Routines avoid conflict and give your children a com- 
fortable feeling of knowing where they stand. Child-care 
books will tell you at what ages they can be expected to 
follow a routine. But don’t rush matters. 


Keep rules to a minimum. 


Some rules are necessary. But the fewer the rules, the 
better the chance that your youngster will remember and 
obey those that are important. Moreover, the goal of all 
discipline is self-discipline. A child whose every move is 
directed never learns to use his own judgment. And his 
parents never have any rest. 

Praise generously. 

Sincere praise really works. Quick recognition for co- 
operation makes your boy or girl quick to cooperate 
again. 

Use foresight. 

It is easier to keep your youngster out of temptation 
than to correct him when he has succumbed.

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Waistline flatterer 

You'll need 4% yard 35-inch- 
wide bright-colored Indian Head 
cotton or chintz, 3 yards rickrack, 
and 6 buttons. Twenty-one inches 
from one selvage, cut down length 
of the material; this gives you 
apron skirt 18 x 21 inches. For the 
waistband, cut remaining 14-inch 
material into two strips, each 7 
inches wide. 

Baste 1-inch hem in one 21-inch 
edge of skirt piece. Stitch rickrack 
over line of basting thread; above, 
stitch 4 rows of rickrack 1 inch 
apart. This finishes skirt bottom. 

Turn }4-inch hem down both 
sides of apron skirt, catching the 
ends of rickrack in these hems. 

Gather skirt top, draw to 14-inch 
width. Seam together skirt top and 
one of waistband strips, letting 
band extend 2 inches on each side. 
Fold extending ends of band in 
half, with right sides together; seam 
edges; turn. Sew 3 buttons on each 
end of waistband. Hem unfinished 
edge of waistband over seam join- 
ing skirt and band. 

Fold second waistband strip in 
half with right sides together. Seam 
across one end and down side, 
leaving one end open; turn. Pin 
finished end to one side of apron- 
skirt band, overlapping desired 
amount. Try on apron, lapping un- 
finished end of band as far as neces- 
sary for snug fit and cutting off 
excess length. Finish end of band 
by tucking in raw edges and blind- 
stitching together. Mark and make 
buttonholes.

You'll need 2 yards 35-inch plaid 
gingham for this apron. Measure 
along selvage 24 inches; clip sel- 
vage and tear across. This piece is 
for the apron skirt. 

You have 48-inch-long piece 
left. Fold it on bias, bringing a 35- 
inch-wide edge parallel with one 
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of selvage edges. Cut across base of 
triangle formed; this three-corner 
piece makes the shawl top. Mid- 
way across base of triangle, cut 
8-inch slash to form collar. Finish 
edges with %-inch hem. 

Remaining material has one 48- 
inch selvage; along this side, cut 
two sash strings, each 5 inches 
wide and 25 inches long, and waist- 
band strip 5 inches wide and 18 
inches long. 

From material that’s left, cut 
two bias strips, each 61% inches 
wide and about 42 inches long; 
join diagonal ends in seam. You 
have bias strip about 83 inches 
long for full ruffle around skirt. 
Make 4-inch hem on ruffle bot- 
tom and ends, gather top. Pin top 
of ruffle to 35-inch-wide skirt bot- 
tom, wrong sides together. Space 
gathers evenly and baste them 
firmly in place. Join ruffle and 
skirt in French seam. 

Gather skirt top; draw to 18- 
inch width. Pin right sides of waist- 
band strip and apron top together; 
join edges in plain seam. Turn 
band and hem it over seam. Hem 
the sash strings, insert them in the 
ends of waistband, and hand-hem 
ends of band onto sashes. 

You have enough material left 
for pockets if you want them.

You'll need 114 yards of 35-inch- 
wide denim, ticking, sailcloth, or 
Indian Head cotton. Fold material 
lengthwise, putting selvages to- 
gether.

Remaining material makes body 
of apron. On one cut edge, place a 
pin 5 inches from the fold.

Pin pockets on 
apron front; stitch sides and bot- 
tom of pockets to apron. 


On the feminine side 

You'll need 114 yards 35-inch- 
wide dimity, dotted swiss, or other 
sheer cotton, and about 6 yards 
rickrack. Cut same as you do the 
chefs apron, except that you cut 
two 5-inch-wide pieces across the 
bottom for the ruffle, and smaller 
pockets—6!4 x 6 inches. 

Turn top hem on pocket to right 
side and stitch rickrack under edge 
of hem for trim. Baste hems across 
top of apron, under arms, and 
down sides; slip rickrack under 
these edges as vou stitch the hems. 

Instead of making double-thick- 
ness sashes and halter, you can use 
them full-width single-thickness, 
hemming edges and trimming with 
rickrack. Sew halter and sashes 
onto wrong side of apron; try on 
apron wrong side out, and pin 
darts at waist for snug fit. Try on 
apron right side out, and pin on 
pockets. Stitch darts and pockets 
in place. 

Piece two 5 x 35-inch strips to- 
gether to make strip about 69 
inches long for ruffle. Hem and 
trim with rickrack one edge and 
two ends of ruffle strip. Gather 
other edge and draw to 35-inch 
width. Pin ruffle top and apron 
bottom together in a seam, wrong 
sides together, spacing gathers 
evenly. Stitch in a French seam.

For waistband 
strip, measure down the selvage 
416 inches; clip, and tear or cut 
crosswise. 
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Fold remaining material through 
the center lengthwise, pinning sel- 
vages together.

Measure 14 the waist meas- 
ure out from the fold at the top 
edge of the fabric. Tie a string to 
a pencil, and place the pencil at 
the first mark. Hold the string at 
the top of the fold with the left 
forefinger and swing the pencil 
around to the second mark. Cut 
along this curved line for waistline. 

Measure from waistline out on 
cut edges of fabric the distance of 
the desired apron length (not over 
16 inches), and mark. Measure 
same distance from waistline down 
the fold of the fabric. Draw arc 
between two points with pencil, as 
you did for waistline; cut on line. 
Turn small rolled hem around bot- 
tom edge; finish by hand. 

Seam center of waistband strip 
to apron top, and seam sash edges 
together, right sides facing. Turn 
right side out, and hem free waist- 
band edge over seam joining band 
and apron. Tack sprig of artificial 
flowers on apron front.

terial. Measure from bottom outer 
corner of pattern in a straight line 
to the fold; the distance across 
should be at least 18 inches. If the 
pattern is narrower, mark on the 
fabric the 18-inch width, and cut 
outside the pattern, tapering to- 
ward the waistline. 

Measure 61% inches out from 
fold at bottom of apron and mark 
with pin. Lay ruler parallel to fold 
and measure 8 inches straight up 
from bottom pin; mark with an- 
other pin. Measure up the fold 6 
inches from bottom of apron and 
mark with a third pin. Cut a slant- 
ing line between two top pins; 
then cut straight down to pin at 
bottom of apron. In this cutout 
you’ll insert a ruffle. 

Cut a strip for the ruffle 8 x 26 
inches. Fold the strip end to end, 
measure up fold 6 inches from one 
edge, and mark with a pin. Lay 


ruler from pin to nearest opposite 
corner, draw a line along ruler, 
and cut on this line to make a V 
edge for ruffle top. 

Seam ends of ruffle strip to sides 
of the apron cutout, leaving top of 
ruffle free. Gather ruffle top and 
draw to 16-inch width. Pin to 
apron, spacing gathers evenly. 
Baste rickrack over seam joining 
ruffle and apron; stitch. Baste hem 
in bottom and sides of apron; tuck 
rickrack under edges as you stitch 
hem. 

Cut 4-inch-wide waistband strip 
the length of apron top. For a hid- 
den waistband: Fold waistband 
strip in half lengthwise, wrong 
sides facing. Seam the two raw 
edges of the double waistband 
strip with the top of th: apron, 
right sides facing. Turn waistband 


to wrong side of apron; press in 
place. 

Cut two sash strips, 4 x 15 inches. 
Use sashes single thickness, hem- 
ming and trimming sides and one 
end with rickrack. Pleat unfinished 
ends of sashes to 2-inch width, in- 
sert into open ends on each side of 
waistband, and finish by hand.

You'll need 4% yard 35-inch 
striped chintz and about 124 yards 
white ball fringe. Measure along 
35-inch width of material an 18- 
inch section, an 8-inch section, and 
three 3-inch sections; cut or tear 
the length of the material. The 18- 
inch square is for the apron skirt, 
the 8 x 18-inch strip is for waist- 
band, two of the 3 x 48-inch strips 
are for sashes, and the other 3-inch 
strip is for the border at the bottom 
of the apron. 

Baste hem in sides of bottom 
border, and tack ball fringe over 
each hem. Stitch one edge to 
apron. Gather top of apron skirt, 
and draw to 14-inch width. Put to- 
gether one edge of waistband and 
the apron top, right sides facing; 
insert ball fringe between and 
stitch in seam. Turn half of waist- 
band to wrong side of apron and 
hem over seam. 

Fold each sash strip in half 
lengthwise; seam down side; turn 
right side out. Tuck one end into 
open side of waistband; finish by 
hand. Turn in edges of sash end, 
insert ball fringe, and blindstitch 
together. Turn hem down unfin- 
ished sides of apron.

Can you re- 
member what it was like to be told 
to wear a blouse to school when all 
the kids were wearing sweaters? 
Be firm, consistent. 

Nothing makes a boy or girl 
mind better than knowing that his 
parents mean what they say. Don’t 
ask for things that shouldn’t be re- 
quired, but insist that what you 
ask be done. 

Punish deliberate disobedience 
promptly and fairly. 

Don’t nag or threaten. Never 
use sarcasm or ridicule. Let by- 
gones be bygones.

Least expensive of all is a mirror you can make 
for yourself. Two or three coats of flat black 
paint on the back of plain window glass make a 
mirrorlike surface. There won’t be a clear re- 
flection, but the mirror will be effective in a door 
or on a table top.

How to stuff turkey: Salt the in- 
side cavity— teaspoon salt per 
pound of bird. Don’t pack the 
stuffing. An overstuffed bird makes 
a soggy dressing, and bird may 
burst during roasting. If you’re not 
planning to roast bird right away, 
chill the stuffing before filling the 
bird. 


How to truss: Bind legs and 
wings closely to body of bird. It will 
cook more evenly, brown more 
evenly, look better on the platter, 
and carve more easily. After 
stuffing bird, skewer neck skin to 
back. Fold wings so tips hold neck 


skin. Close body cavity opening 
with skewers and cord. Tie legs to 
tail. 


How to roast: Grease skin with 
melted cooking fat. Place bird 
breast down in shallow pan. Use 
flat rack or V rack. Unless bird has 
generous layers of fat underneath 
the skin, cover with rectangle of 
cheesecloth or thin white cloth 
large enough to cover top and sides. 
Do not cover pan, do not sear byrd, 
do not add water.

Super-quick-action valves eliminate 
the pop-on and pop-off of early 
burners. 

Combination heating and atr-con- 
ditioning units heat much like a reg- 
ular gas furnace in the winter, but 
cool the air in your house in the 
summer. 


A new wall furnace extends only 
four inches into the room, and fits 
between standard-spaced wall 
studs. It needs no conventional 
chimney; a vent puts combustion 
gases outside, uses outside air in 
burning the gas. 

Another furnace on the market 
is only 24 inches square, and can 
fit in the attic or in the crawl space 
under a basementless house. Units 
are made large enough (only the 
length varies) to heat a three-bed- 
room, Ranch-type house. 


Oil equipment 


A new burner head developed by 
Shell Oil Company gives safe com- 
bustion with less wasted oil. Air is 
forced into the burner chamber to 
create eddies of oil vapor and air, 
like a smoke ring. 

Low-pressure burners are being 
made with a comparatively large 
oil nozzle opening; the amount of 
oil pushed into the burner isn’t 
affected by the oil’s thickness or 
cleanness. In the burner, fuel is 
beaten with air like whipped 


Solid fuel 


The Anthratube, researched by the 
Anthracite Institute and others and 
produced by three manufacturers 
in the United States and Canada, 
is the newest coal-fired heating 
plant. It uses an Archimedes tube 
(a rotating cylinder which carries 
coal up spiral fins inside it) to feed 
fuel automatically without worms 
or shear pins. 

A firebox the size of a hat in the 
Anthratube gives more heat than a 
conventional boiler. Though the 
mechanism, boiler and all, is only 
2 feet wide, 214 feet long, and 
about waist high, it has successfully 
heated a 12-room house through a 
Vermont winter. It is dustless. It 
loses so little heat you don’t need a 
chimney to carry off gases—only 
an asbestos cement pipe. And you 
save on fuel. 

A new retort developed for the 
hard coal stoker industry by the 
Anthracite Industry Laboratory 
feeds fuel across the fire, instead of 
pushing it up from below. The 
stoker has nine parts and all but 
two—the retort base and the worm 


cream. The amount of oil fed into 
the burner can be cut to two 
quarts per hour; hotter-burning 
fuels can be used. 

New packaged furnaces require the 
installer only to connect the pipes 
and turn on the power. 

Attractive finishes make heating 
units look like kitchen and utilitv- 
room equipment. One, for in- 
stance, is the same height as a 
kitchen base cabinet. Another 
looks like a refrigerator. 


equipment 


—are standard, low-cost items used 
in other heating equipment. 

Furnace baffle plates are being 
made from 309 steel, an alloy pro- 
duced in rocket- and jet-plane 
research, resistant to high tempera- 
tures. The result is elimination of 
fly ash, increased heater output, 
higher efficiency, and lower fuel 
bills. 

A coke stoker is in limited produc- 
tion by one company, designed so 
natural draft keeps the fuel burn- 
ing even if the electric power goes 
off. 

No hopper filling or clinker fishing 
is the goal of work being done on 
fully automatic stokers by the 
bituminous coal industry. 

Hand-fired soft-coal burning has 
been changed by a new develop- 
ment. Fuel is shoveled into a cham- 
ber to which a controlled amount 
of air is admitted so the fuel won’t 
swell or cake as it’s heated. There’s 
no need to use a poker. Preheated 
air is supplied to consume gases 
which otherwise would form fuel- 
wasting smoke.

Electrical equipment 


Conductive rubber ceiling or wall 
heating panels are being marketed 
by several rubber companies. 
There’s no machinery; therefore, 
no service problem. The panels 
allow individual thermostatic con- 


trol of each room. They have a 
mild (100-degree) surface temper- 
ature and give comfort with high 
relative humidity, little heating of 
the air, and low heat loss and pow- 
er consumption. 


Warm air distributing equipment 


An air-wall system of distributing 
warm air gives an effect somewhat 
like baseboard radiation. Registers 
are located in the center of the out- 
side walls of each room, and spread 
a blanket of heated air over the 
whole wall. The air stream hugs 
the wall so closely that you feel no 
draft. Cold air is taken up at in- 
side walls and returned to the fur- 
nace. Fairly high air speeds per- 
mit standard 4-inch smoke pipe to 
be used for ducts, cutting installa- 
tion cost. The system can be used 
with any make of furnace or with 
any fuel. 

A new warm air system just on 
the market has two new ideas: one 
is use of small prefabricated ducts, 
which save up to half your installa- 


tion cost; the other is use of dual 
registers, one near the floor, an- 
other directly above near the ceil- 
ing (or reversed in a basementless 
house). Force of hot air from the 
furnace toward the upper register 
sucks room air into the lower regis- 
ter, mixing the two. Thus your fur- 
nace has to heat less air to keep 
temperatures right. 

A thermostatically controlled register 
or duct outlet has a damper which 
opens to supply warm air if a room 
is cold. If the room is warm, the 
damper is closed, and heat goes to 
cold rooms. Variables from room 
to room—such as wind, sun, and 
air infiltration—are balanced to 
give uniform temperatures through- 
out the house. 


Foreed hot water equipment 


An automatic air vent is handy for 
hard-to-reach places in forced hot 
water systems. It’s a simple washer 
which lets air out when the washer 
is dry and swells to make a water- 
tight seal when wet. 

A new boiler valve sets aside 
enough hot water in the boiler of 
the heating unit to take care of 
daily household hot-water needs 

A special boiler connection and ex- 
pansion tank fitting gets most of 
the air out of the water before it 


goes to the radiators. This air is 
used to keep proper pressure in 
the expansion tank. 

A new, smooth-surfaced design has 
been developed by a leading manu- 
facturer of convector radiant base- 
board heating equipment that elim- 
inates the occasional dust streaks 
on walls above baseboards. This 
new design is also less conspicuous 
in your rooms because it is two 
inches shorter and projects a half 
inch less from the wall. 


Steam heating equipment 


A special convector is used with the 
popular one-pipe system to sepa- 
rate air, water, and steam, and 
thereby avoid pounding pipes and 
spitting vents. Steam, air, and 
water move through one set of 
pipes to the most distant end of the 


radiator, and loop back through 
another pipe. This pipe ends in a 
cup which fills with water and seals 
against a backlash of steam. Over- 
flowing water goes back to the 
boiler. The air vent is connected 
above the cup. 


Heating controls 


A new electronic thermostat pro- 
vides a fine degree of control. The 
thermostat is simply a coil of wire. 
Resistance of the wire varies as 
temperature goes up or down, pro- 
ducing tiny changes in the current 
flowing through the wire. Radio 
tubes amplify the changes, setting 


Air cleaning 


A filter saturated with glycol- 
water is used in one new heating 
unit to purify air from the house. In 
the filter, water is added to the air 
and all impurities, such as dust, 
lint, and smoke, are removed by 
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your heating unit in operation. Be- 
cause temperature changes are 
magnified, the off-and-on cycles of 
your heating plant are shortened, 
giving you little temperature vari- 
ation. This control can be used 
with any type of heating system or 
any fuel. 


equipment 


the glycol. The air then passes 
through another filter that removes 
any excess liquid. The air next 
passes under powerful germicidal 
lamps, then goes to the blower, 
purified for your breathing.

A file, sandpaper, and elbow 
grease work wonders with 
wood. Here’s a way to bring 


those old chairs up to date

A.. you looking for a way to get some 
handsome dining chairs at very low cost? 

If so, don’t overlook the remodeling pos- 
sibilities of those high-backed, uncomfort- 
able chairs that were sold by the thousands 
a few decades ago. Beneath that undis- 
tinguished appearance you'll usually find 
solid oak and construction designed to last 
a couple of lifetimes. 

If you have a set of these chairs in your 
attic, or can find one in a secondhand 
store, here’s how to bring it up to date. 

It’s really a simple job to lower a chair’s 
towering back, to remove the slat that

After—Avn operation with saw and file made 
this change. The chair is now graceful and com- 
fortable.

pokes you in the back, and to re-cover the 
seat with a colorful plastic fabric. And it 
isn’t much more difficult to reshape all the 
wood parts into graceful, flowing lines that 
are pleasing to the eye. 

The shaping job is best done by attack- 
ing the chair with a husky, coarse-toothed 
flat file, as the photographs show. Follow 
this up with sandpaper, working down to 
a very fine grade that leaves the wood 
satin smooth. Then apply whatever finish 
you prefer, and you'll never recognize the 
old chairs. The one in the illustration has 
been enameled black. 


Back rail, which soared majestically 
37'% inches above the floor, is easily 
removed. Save the screws; you'll need 
them later to replace the rail. Exper- 
iment with the rail at various heights 
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Back slat slipped out easily once the 
top rail was removed. It was discarded, 
might make a good paddle for stirring 
paint. The bottom groove was filled 
with wood plastic and sanded smooth 


Lopping off 6!/, inches made the top 
of the back rail 31 inches from the 
floor, 15 inches from the seat. This 
gave comfortable, handsome height

to sufficient food. Don’t judge ado- 
lescent appetites by your own ca- 
pacity. As a general rule, maturing 
boys and girls need more food than 
they will at any time in their lives. 

Children under 12 very likely 
are the best-fed members of your 
family. You give more thought to 
their food habits than you do to 
your own. Even so, underweight is 
quite common in young fry. A 
notable shortage of Vitamins A 
and D was found among young- 
sters of both sexes. They need more 
sun and cod-liver oil. 

These aren’t the only deficien- 
cies families like yours and mine 
may be guilty of, but they’re 


enough to make us ashamed of 


ourselves. The important thing is 
not to fret about what particular, 
obscure food element you may be 
starving for. If there’s one piece of 
advice you can draw from the 
Pennsylvania study, it’s this: The 
simplest way to improve your fam- 
ily’s health is to see that each 
of you eats enough—well-selected 
foods, properly prepared. Every- 
thing your body needs—calories, 
proteins, vitamins, minerals, and 
all the rest—can come from good 
food alone. 

It is significant that the Pennsyl- 
vania families’ remarkable health 
improvement was accomplished 
with just plain victuals! The only 
important exception was Vitamin 
D. Few foods provide it, and many 
of us don’t get enough sunshine to 
manufacture our own. 

Here’s how you put better eating 
habits to work: 


Better breakfasts: You may 
think that Dagwood Bumstead, 
swallowing a bun on the fly, is just 
a comic-strip character. If he’s you 
(chances are 7 to 1 that he is, even 
if you’re a lady) it’s not comic at 
all. Only 14 percent of those stud- 
ied ate a good breakfast every 
morning! They nibbled. a sweet 
roll, gulped some coffee, and were 
off to the wars. Better breakfasts 
proved one of the most important 
ways to give family nutrition a real 
boost. Try this sample menu your- 
self: glass of orange juice, oatmeal 
with milk, whole-wheat toast, glass 
of milk. Or substitute an egg or two 
for cereal. Coffee if you like it. Eat- 
ing time: 5 minutes more than for 
a quickie, but what a payoff! 


Lunch-box meals: We won't say 
that the average lunch box con- 
tains whatever happens to be swept 
into it from the kitchen counter. 
We'll just cite the opinion of the 
experts that its contents are not 
only badly balanced, but down- 
right unappetizing. Yet improve- 
ment is so easy! Nutritional values 
are stepped up sharply when you 
include milk or a milk drink, fruit 
and raw vegetables, sandwiches of 
whole-grain breads with more nu- 
tritious fillings, topped off with a 
sweet for dessert. Pack carefully for 
freshness. And if you're the packer, 
try this (just once): Pack a dupli- 
cate lunch in a box for yourself and 
sit down to it at noon. If you feel 
like seconds, you deserve a medal.

time lock on the cupboards, for 
fear that nibbling outside of regu- 
lar meals would ruin our pig- 
tailer’s appetite. Later we learned 
that underweight kids, as well as 
adults, who can’t consume a really 
big meal at one sitting can often 
step up their total intake by eating 
small meals more often—that is, 
piecing with snacks. 

Eating between meals was posi- 
tively encouraged in the Pennsyl- 
vania study, whenever under- 
weight was a problem. A snack is 
just as important as regular meals, 
and deserves as much thought. In- 
clude such things as fruit and fruit 
juices, milk, and ice cream. 


How do you select, day in and 
dav out, the foods that will really 
boost health levels as they did in 
Pennsylvania? Merely by increas- 
ing the intake of common foods. 
The chart on page 12 shows how 
much more the average individual 
in the Pennsylvania study ate at 
the end of the study than at the 
beginning. From it, you can figure 
that you will probably benefit from 
another quart of milk, nearly a 
pound more of lean meat or fish, 
and an extra egg each week. 
Does more food mean sky-high 
grocery bills? Not at all! An aver- 
age family of 3.7 members spent 
$18.82 for food the first week of the 
investigation, $20.16 the last week 
a year later, during a period when 
prices were climbing. Some savings 
were effected by planning, budget- 
ing, better management to elimi- 
nate waste. But the greatest cost- 


cutter was shrewd knowledge of 
food values. An extra pound of 


meat a week need hardly pinch 
your pocketbook at all if you make 
greater use of low-cost cuts, poul- 
trv, and fish—higher in nutritional 
value than some of the choice items 
that ought to come wrapped in 
gold leaf. 


O; course, the best food in the 
world won't help your family if 
it’s murdered in the kitchen. The 
scientists in the study got away 
with something no husband in his 
right mind would attempt. They 
analyzed cooking methods. Led 
by Julia Kiene, director of the 
Home Economics Institute of the 
Westinghouse Electric Corpora- 
tion, they moved right into family 
kitchens and discovered that an 
appalling amount of good nutrition 
gets foully done to death by poor 
preparation and handling. 

It isn’t all the cook’s fault. Un- 
believable though it sounds, the 
majority of homemakers struggle 
along with utensils so flimsy, 
banged-up, or ill-designed they'd 
thwart even Better Homes & Gardens 
own Myrna Johnston. In 60 out 
of the 64 families the pots and 
pans were so bad that the re- 
searchers said, ““Throw them away. 
We'll furnish new ones to make 
your kitchen fit to take part in a 
nutrition study.”” You might well

, kitchens are models of storage efficiency, so we 
couldn’t do much to improve the usual cabinet arrange- 
ment for dishes and utensils. We did find, though, that 
there’s a lot of dead space in cabinets that can be put to 
use by partitioning.

Our largest single storage unit is in the utility room.

hang storm windows

When you hang your storm windows this fall, leave 


your ladder in the garage. You can avoid the hazard of 
climbing it with the heavy glass. Storm windows that 
hang from top brackets, as most of the older types do, 
can be put up from inside your home, quickly and safely. 
The pictures show you how to do the job with a mini- 
mum of effort. This technique still calls for caution; but 
once you have perfected it, you'll never use a ladder. 
Make the job easier by removing window shades, 
curtains, draperies, or Venetian blinds before you start. 


Lower top half of window and slide storm sash out carefully, bottom 
first and inside facing down. When it is nearly out, shift your hands 
to sides of the frame, near the top, and lower storm sash until the 
bottom edge rests on window sill. Then rest for a moment and catch 
your breath. You may find it necessary to work from a sturdy bench 


Toughest part of job comes when you engage two parts of top brack- 
ets. Without help, it is almost impossible to swing bottom of sash out 
to proper angle. The trick that makes the job easier: While you hold 
and guide sash, have your wife push bottom out with broom handle. 
Brackets will slip together before you know it. Wait for a quiet day

Hanging supports in your garage provide a handy place 
for storing screens in winter and storm sash in summer. 
Place the shelf high enough so screens and storms will be 
out of the way, but not so high you need a ladder to 
reach them. Stored on edge as pictured, they will stay 
relatively clean during the off season. 

The supports shown, made of 1x4’s, are bolted to the 
wall studs and roof rafters. In this unit, the link in front 
can be unbolted and the upright piece swung out to 
facilitate loading and unloading of the storm sash. 


A somewhat simpler storage system 
is sketched at the right. Frame 
brackets are slipped over heavy 
screw hooks, turned into 1x4’s 
screwed to joists. For basement 
storage, make U-shaped supports 
of 1x4’s, and bolt to joists above.

3 Koch on roofs: Though a sloping roof restricts 
planning more than a flat one, we find that by using 
modern but conventional construction, a sloping roof is 
less expensive. For economy, we like to keep the roof 
pitch pretty low, particularly when the climate will let 
us use a modified roll-roofing type surface. 

Carl Koch on glass: As building budgets get smaller 
and smaller, the need for borrowing space becomes a big 
factor in good planning. Glass accomplishes this purpose 
of increasing the feeling of interior space to a maximum.

A piano can be as attractive as it is musical—when you 
decorate the wall behind it and tastefully arrange the furni- 
ture around it. Remember, too, that you can use your 
piano many places, many ways. In the living room, it’s a 
focal point; between living and dining areas, it can be a 
space divider; in the bedroom, it might create an alcove. 


Before you move your piano, check these rules: 
Place your piano against an inside wall—away from radia- 
tors or fireplace—to protect its finish and mechanism. 
Dramatize its beauty by using the wall behind the piano for 
pictures, a mirror, or hanging shelves. 
Bring the piano into your room setting with a group of 
chairs nearby for easy listening. 
Make your pianist comfortable with a chair or bench that’s 
the right height. A chair may be more decorative, but a 
bench often provides music storage. 
Choose a floor lamp or bridge lamp for good lighting—a 
pin-up lamp if your piano is at right angles to the wall. Or 
consider small piano lamps; some fit on the music rack itself.

} we piano is not just a piece of 
furniture—it’s an extremely sen- 
sitive musical instrument, too. So 
you must treat your piano more 
carefully than most other house- 
hold furnishings. 

Playing the piano is a small fac- 
tor in putting it out of tune. In 
fact, the more playing the better. 
But temperature changes, dust and 
dirt, moths, and even your furnish- 
ings affect the piano’s tune. Here’s 
what you can do about it: 





Avoid sharp 
temperature changes 

Inside your piano, there are 230 
strings fastened to a thin piece of 
spruce called the sounding board. 
The strings pass across a wooden 
bridge that spans the sounding 
board, and are wound on tuning 
pins. The combined strain on this 
tuning-pin block may total 17 or 
18 tons when the piano is tuned to 
pitch. 

The alternation of heat and cold, 
moisture and dryness, loosens the 
pin block’s hold on the strings 
enough to release their tautness 
and thus lower their pitch. 

Too much dampness also causes 
moisture to gather inside and out- 
side your piano. Metal rusts, felt 
hammers harden, keys stick, the 
sounding board warps On _ the 
other hand, a piano tha ts too 
little moisture comes apai. Wood 
pieces dry out—they shrink until 
they actually crack open. Glued 
joints, sounding board, and veneer 
give way. 

What to do? Try to keep humid- 
ity under control and avoid radical 
temperature changes. 

First, place your piano in a shel- 
tered part of the room which is 
neither too hot nor too cold. That 
rules out the spot near the fireplace, 
radiator, or register. It also elimi- 
nates any place near a window or 
door that’s ordinarily open in 
warm, damp weather. 

Stand the piano near an inside 
wall. When you must place it 
against an outside wall, leave about 
a foot of space between the instru- 
ment and the wall. 

If the room and/os the climate is 
dry, you’ll need a humidifier for 
extra evaporating water. An aver- 
age house needs two or three gal- 
lons a day—for you and your 
piano. Never set your humidifier 
too close to the piano, of course.

Clean your piano inside and out 

Treat the piano case as you 
would any fine furniture. Wash it 
with a cloth slightly dampened in 
lukewarm water and mild soap. 
Dry with a soft cotton cloth—and 
rub the case to restore its polish. 
You're safe in using good furniture 
polish on the piano, though it isn’t 
olten necessary 

The 52 white keys mav be cov- 
ered with ivory or ivorylike plastic. 
Clean ivory keys with a cloth dam- 
pened in a sauce of alcohol and 
white French chalk. When the dirt 
is off, polish the keys with the heel 
of your hand until thev’re smooth 
and shiny. Clean plastic keys with 
a damp cloth; wipe them with a 
dry cloth. Always stroke the keys 
in one direction—froin the piano 
toward yourself. 

The black kevs are made either 
of plastic or hardwood dyed black 
Clean them with a cloth slightly 
dampened in plain water. After 
cleaning, wipe them with a soft 
dry cloth so the dye won’t come 
off on the white kevs 

Too much cleaning is bad for 
black and white keys alike. Don’t 
wash them more than four times a 
vear. Between times, dust them 
carefully. For Junior’s sticky finger 
marks, use a slightly damp cloth 
and a dry wipe. Since ivory keys 
may turn yellow when they get no 
light, leave the keyboard exposed. 

Dust inside the piano is less 
harmful than dampness—so keep 
your piano open as much as pos- 
sible. When dust collects, you can 
ask your piano tuner to clean it— 
or try this: Wrap linen around the 
end of a thin, flexible rod of light 
metal or wood, five to seven inches 
long. Slip the rod carefully under 
the strings to remove dust that has 
settled and caked. Change the 
cloth as often as it gets black. 
(Avoid using a vacuum cleaner in- 
side the case; you might loosen all 
the insides of your instrument.) 


Keep out the moths 

Moths love the cloth and felt 
parts inside your piano. You can 
keep them out by putting a cam- 
phor bag inside the case. Or you 
can follow the advice of the govern- 
ment bulletin on piano care, and 
try little saucers of dichloricide 
crystals. 

Brush or blow out anv evidences 
you find of moths before you put 
the camphor bag inside the case. 
Don’t despair if you find the dam- 
age is already done. You can re- 
place those parts. 

Never use moth sprays inside 
your piano... it’s very dangerous. 
Some moth sprays leave a sticky 
residue that may injure the action 
or loosen the felts. Liquid sprays 
may damage the wires or the wrest 


plank. 


Check your furnishings 

A piano that sounds superb in a 
large, open shop with a bare wood-

home. A small room with a thick 
carpet, heavy draperies, and too 
much bric-a-brac muffles the tone. 

In place of a carpet, lay rugs in 
your music room—and see that 
none of them touches the piano. 
Switch the heavy hangings to 
another room. 

Buzzing or jarring sounds are 
caused both by ornaments on top 
of the piano and by bric-a-brac and 
pictures in the room. First, take all 
the ornaments off the piano—even 
a pile of music there will deaden 
the tone. Then experiment to see 
what other accessories are giving 
you trouble. Move or remove 
them. 


Find a first-rate piano tuner 


Last, but far from least, have 
your piano tuned often. Pick a 
reputable tuner—your dealer or 
music-loving friends can probably 
recommend one. 

Phe first year (while the piano 
is adjusting to your home), it 
should be tuned at least four times. 
Later on, twice a year should be 
enough to keep it in good voice. 
Let the tuner check the piano two 
or three weeks after you turn on 
the heat in the fall, and about 
two weeks after you turn off the 
heat in the spring. 

Leave any repair to this trained 
workman. Don’t attempt too much 
yourself; call the doctor at once 
when the trouble is serious.

Cleaning brick. Brick walls in- 
evitably show mortar smears. A 
brisk brushing with muriatic or 
hydrochloric acid will wash off 
most stains. Some smears may 
have to be chipped off; be careful 
not to chip the bricks, too. 


Gutters and downspouts. It's 
poor economy to omit gutters and 
downspouts. They carry off water 
which would otherwise drip from 
eaves, then seep around footings 
and through basement walls. They 
are made of rustproof metal or 
water-resistant wood. 


Concrete walk. A straight walk 
from entrance door to street is un- 
interesting and breaks up lawn 
areas. Besides, it’s cheaper to run 
the walk over to the driveway, and 
use it as walkway. Men here are 
setting forms for a poured con- 
crete walk.

Painting masonry. If you paint 
masonry walls, use special cement 
paint made of pure-white Portland 
cement and water. Add color if you 
want to tint walls. This paint will 
also seal mortar joints, leaving 
bricks natural color.

Sodding. Unless you took pre- 
cautions, ground around a new 
house has been scraped clean of 
topsoil. You can grow grass in 
what’s left, with much back-bend- 
ing and fertilizing. But the surest 
way to get a good lawn quickly 

though more costly—is to lay sod. 
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and gives grass a chance to grow 
between stones. Be sure your flag- 
stones are strong enough so they 
won't pulverize with wear. Recom- 
mended thickness is at least 144 
inches. Brick walks may be laid in 
much the same manner. 


Grading. Earth should slope away 
from foundations so water will 
drain off. A draintile system or 
stone-lined ditch may be needed 
to carry water away from a low 
point. Rough grading is done by a 
bulldozer; you can do finish grad- 
ing with rake and roller.

W. began our bombing and 


shelling of Okinawa on October 
10, 1944. The Okinawans were 
caught in a no man’s land, with no 
place to run. Nine days before 
Easter, we moved up the largest 
force the Pacific had ever seen. For 
nine days and nights our warships 
roamed up and down the shores, 
bombarding the beaches and 
shooting in hundreds of carrier 
planes. So blasted was the island 
that on Easter morning the marines 
and army went ashore almost with- 
out opposition. They dug a few 
Okinawan civilians out of caves 
“the most 
earth,” 
for Zime,“‘undernourished beyond 
description.” 

But Okinawa was still to be- 
come the Pacific’s bloodiest chap- 
ter. Two and a half months later 
more than a fourth of the marines 


miserable people on 
wrote the correspondent 


and soldiers who had landed were 
dead, wounded, or missing; and the 
rest were blasting ahead a foot at 
a time. 

And the Okinawans were still in 
the middle. Only the Jews in Eu- 
rope suffered more from the war. 
Okinawan casualties matched those 
of the Jap army there; 100,000 of 
the 400,000 on the island were 
killed. Entire families were anni- 
hilated, blasted to. bits, 
crops destroyed. Ninety percent of 
the survivors were displaced per- 
sons, homeless in mud and hunger 
and polluted water. They suffered 
starvation, dehydration, jungle rot, 
fractures that left jagged broken 
bones crawling with maggots. Al- 
most half were infected with ele- 
phantiasis, 40,000 had _ tubercu- 
losis, and 4 out of 5 suffered from 
intestinal parasites.

, when it was over, Moloney 
and the other psychiatrists found 
fewer than 250 cases of insanity re- 
sulting from the war. Nursing 
mothers had continued to lactate 
even under fire.

eases associated with tensions and 
emotional pressures. 

“Their life has not encouraged 
emotional calmness,” Doctor Mo- 
loney wrote his wife in dry under- 
statement, “‘but the Okinawans are 
calm in spite of it. By the time they 
are 5 they seem to have such a 
sense of security that their minds 
survive even catastrophe.” 

“On a little-used Motobu road,” 
he later wrote her, “I came upon 
a group of homeless, migrating na- 
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tives. Most of them managed a 
smile as they jogged through the 
drizzle and mud. At Jinuza I 
watched as a native doctor cut 
deep incisions into the leg of a boy 
struck by the treacherous habu. 
Ihe boy winced a little. At Taira 
I watched an 8-year-old boy as 
doctors sliced a .25 caliber Jap 
bullet from his back. He never 
flinched. At Fukuyama I saw a 
little 56-year-old woman come in 
with a huge abscess in her breast. 
I saw it laid open without anes- 
thetic. She never made a sound. 
She smiled a little at the doctor, 
then took off for home or some- 
where on her own feet. At Fuku- 
yama and at Jinuza I watched 
line-ups of 1,500 of the youngest 
children as Dr. Harold 
Fink jabbed their fingers for blood 
samples. When he asked if it hurt 
they shook their heads; many 
smiled or laughed. They were re- 
laxed. They felt pain but had no 
tension, no fear to magnify it. Not 
a one cried. How different it was 
from the storm and tears a doctor 
sees in clinics back home. Back 
there I’ve seen children fight and 
cry even at having their hair cut.

a isn’t only what I’ve seen 
personally,” Moloney wrote his 
wife. “I get similar accounts from 
our medical men all over the is- 
land. They asthma, 
allergies, hyperthyroidism, neuroe 
genic dermatosis, varicose veins, or 
shock reactions to surgery. I’ve 
never seen an Okinawan faint. 
Ihe pathologists made 650 post- 
mortem examinations at one base 
here. They confirmed these ob- 
servations; they found few struc- 
tural changes of the sort that result 
from mental tensions and _pres- 
sures. When you compare it with 
our western world—where every 
two minutes a man, woman, or 
child enters a menti. hospital for 
observation or 
our hospital beds are occupied by 
the mentally diseased, where more 
than half the ills in the doctor’s 
office are psychosomatic—Okina- 
wa makes you wonder.”

spoken, gray-haired psychologist 
named Amy Holway, who until 
her death last spring was on the 
staff at the famed Merrill-Palmer 
School in Detroit. 


r 
he what the psychologists call 
the ‘‘doll-play interview,’ Doctor 
Holway studied the emotional! ad- 
adjustment of the 17 oldest chil- 
dren at the Merrill-Palmer nursery 
school, 8 boys, 9 girls. Some of 
them, and only the director of the 
nursery school knew which, had 
been mothered this new permissive 
way, the rest the orthodox way. 
Their ages were from 3 to 5; their 
1Q’s from 116 to 163. They came 
from professional middle-class ur- 
ban familes. All were ‘‘normal.” 
After three half-hour doll-play in- 
terviews with each child, and still 
without any knowledge of which 
children had been brought up 
which way, Doctor Holway scored 
them on their adjustment—their 
freedom from fear, anxiety, re- 
sentment, and guilt; their happy 
willingness to face reality rather 
than try to escape it, as the mental- 
ly sick do through insanity. 

It is curious that the top-rank- 
ing 6 included all 5 of the children 
who turned out to have been 
brought up the permissive way. 
Only 1 of the 12 brought up in the 
orthodox way was among them. 


The concept of mothering Oki- 
nawa style didn’t begin with Oki- 
nawa. Though bits of it came, per- 
haps, to many men, it crystallized 
in Detroit one smoke-hung Novem- 
ber day in 1942 when a handful of 
doctors who often met for lunch 
organized what they called the 
Cornelian Corner. There were Dr. 


John C. Montgomery, Dr. Leo H. 


Bartemeier, Dr. Howard C. Wal- 
ser, Doctor Moloney, others. Their 
purpose was to sell good fathering 
and mothering. 

Montgomery was a pediatrician. 
It had come to him early in the 
thirties that most parents were no 
longer having fun with their chil- 
dren. They were tense, tight, re- 
strictive, demanding. They lived 
by the clock and the sterilizing 
kettle. . . . Don’t pick him up. 
Don’t spoil him. Let him cry it 
out. That’s the way he gets his 
character education. . . . The idea 
had begun in Prussian Germany 
late in the last century, and had 
taken hold with American doctors 
when they began to specialize as 
pediatricians and go to Germany 
for their training. 

But to Montgomery it didn’t 
seem to be working out. Women 
would come to his office in tears. 
Baby wouldn’t eat. Yesterday he 
spit up his formula and he cried 
all night. Last week he lost an 
ounce. ... 

Doctor Montgomery _ threw 
schedules out, started new mothers 
out on breast feeding, told parents 
to do what came naturally. ‘““The 
results,” he reported to his col- 
leagues at lunch, ‘“‘are most grati- 
fying.”” Both parents and children 
were more relaxed. 


Why? 


I asked Doctor Moloney why 
one Sunday recently while driving 
with him over to the University of 
Michigan campus, where he was 
lecturing on the permissive method 
and showing the film he made in 
Okinawa. 
es 

[| = illnesses stem from 
frustrations suffered repeatedly in 
early childhood,’ Doctor Moloney 
told me. “‘You see, every infant is 
dominated by two strivings. One is 
to be fed, the other to be loved. Re- 
member, a baby’s experience be- 
gins before he is born. Before birth 
he knows the dark, quiet, aquatic 
warmth of the uterus. Through 
labor he is pushed into a bright, 
noisy, dry, and colder world. By 
snuggling to his mother’s body and 
sucking at her breast he gets a 
semblance of the comfort and se- 
curity he knew in the uterus. You 
can’t give him that with a bottle 
and rubber nipple.” 

Doctor Moloney asked if I re- 
membered the experiment by Em- 
peror Frederick I], of the fifteenth 
century, who wanted to know what 
language a child would speak if he 
were untaught—Latin, Greek, He- 
brew, or his native tongue. I said 
I didn’t. ‘Frederick gave a number 
of newborn foundlings to his wom- 
en servants,” Moloney said. “He 
ordered the women to feed, bathe, 
and protect them, but never to 
talk to or baby them. But he never 
gotan answer. The infants all died.” 


‘hh story wasn’t fantastic, Mo- 
loney said. ‘‘We’ve seen plenty of 
it in this country. Newborn babies 
in infant homes, with good nurses, 
scientific schedules and formulas, 
clean white ceilings overhead— 
even under these circumstances 
they can die or become stuporous. 
At 3, when offered to foster homes, 
they are impulsive and unpat- 
terned in behavior, and their minds 
are retarded, even their ability to 
walk and use their arms and legs. 
In Britain in the war they learned 
that children over 5 could be 
evacuated, but that for those under 
5 a break between mother and 
child was the one great tragedy 
other than death itself. A small 
child could stand unbelievable 
hardship if he only stayed with his 
mother.” 


I; you mother a baby a lot and 
feed him whenever he is hungry, 
Doctor Moloney said, he soon 
learns to anticipate pleasure. He 
begins to go out in his emotions to 
the people around him. He is glad 
he is alive. But if you don’t feed 
him whenever he is hungry, com- 
fort him in pain, and soothe him 
when he is frightened, or if you 
force toilet training upon him be- 
fore his muscles and mind have 
matured enough for it, you frus- 
trate him. You provoke reaction- 
ary rages and hostilities, insecurity, 
anxiety, and guilt. These can be 
repressed, pushed into the uncon- 
scious; but they can never be elim- 
inated. They are like air in a bal- 
loon. Squeeze them down in one

place and they bulge out in an- 
other—in constipation, ulcers, ap- 
athy, fatigue, depression, some- 
thing. He grows upadocile Milque- 
toast who submits to anything, or 
a Hitler charged with aggression 
that must come out. He is anti- 
Catholic, anti-Eleanor, anti-rich, 
anti-something. 

When your mind grows and can 
begin to reason (the process starts 
at about 6 months) you can take 
some frustration without harm. At 
2 you can understand that you 
must wait for your meal because 
others are going to eat, that you 
cannot play with a knife because 
you may cut yourself. It’s frustrat- 
ing, of course, but you are sure 
enough of yourself and your worth 
not to feel threatened. 


As we pulled up at the Michigan 
memorial building, I asked Doctor 
Moloney about “spoiling.” He 
snorted. ‘Satisfying a baby’s wants 
has never produce d one willful, de- 
manding, or apron-clinging child. 
That kind comes from an accident- 
al hurt or of neurotic parents. If a 
child comes by his knowledge tran- 
guilly, if he knows you and your 
love are behind him, he is neither 
unduly aggressive nor afraid. He 
feels confident of his strength and 
goes it on his own. When he comes 
up against something new and 
complex he can’t solve, he enlists 
your greater worldliness and know!l- 
edge, and then moves self-confi- 
dently out again. You’ve seen kids 
like that. You take them to the 
doctor at 6 months for their shots, 
and he jabs them and they never 
wince. You take them in at 3 to 
get their heads sewn up and they 
want to look on to see how it’s 
done. There are a couple in every 
kindergarten. They are as unas- 
sailable and unswerving as a bull 
moose while the others flutter and 
flibbertigibbet around. You get 
them their first bike and shove 
them off and they take their spills 
and tell you to go away; they'll 
learn on their own. On Okinawa 
I never saw one kid bite or kick or 
bully or gouge or push. I never 
saw rivalry between brothers and 
sisters. Rivalry results from inse- 
curity, and if there is no insecurity, 
there is no resentment of a brother 
or sister. They were calm, confi- 
dent, and without fear.” 


D ctor Moloney said he remem- 
bered one day. He said it typified 
he Okinawan attitude toward the 
child. There had been a festival 
at Okuba. A little girl who couldn't 
have been more than 4 came thread- 
ing her wav down a ridge alone 
between the cycads and morning- 
glories, her gold and red kimono 
gleaming and rustling in the sun, 
her brocaded of: flashing with fire. 
She was such a perky little thing 
she made a perfect subject for 
color photography. Through Ya- 
mamoto, his Nisei interpreter, 
Moloney asked if he could take her 
picture. She would have none of it. 
Moloney asked some adult Oki- 
nawans to intercede for him. With- 
out pressure, influence, threats, or 


bribes, they simply asked the litde 
girl if she wished to have her pic- 
ture taken. She said no. The adults 
laughed and moved on. They said 
there was nothing they could do 
about it; she had a right to make 
up her own mind. She went on 
down the crest of the ridge. 
Moloney put his camera in his 
bag and watched her go. 


U sually, when Moloney _ talks, 
someone charges that the Okina- 
wans are emotionally relaxed be- 
cause they are stupid and dirty. 
Or because they’re like all Orien- 
tals, stoics. 

He forgets, Doctor Moloney tells 
him, that he saw Okinawa after 
the biggest invasion of the Pacific 
had fallen upon one small island, 
9 miles wide. And as for constitu- 
tional stoicism, is there any such 
thing? In China the Chinese pos- 
sess an indestructible cheerfulness, 
despite years of war and poverty. 
(They also are breast-fed for sev- 
eral years, wear no diapers and are 
not trained, and stay close to their 
mothers.) But in America after a 
couple of generations, they be- 
come just as unstable as Americans 
are. “I worked for some time in the 
induction centers in San Francisco, 
Sacramento, and Fresno,’ Doctor 
Moloney says, “‘and my observa- 
uons were no different from those 
of the other examiners: The Amer- 
ican Chinese are exceedingly neu- 
rotic individuals. 


, * can say it’s our factories 
and our traffic and our rush,” 
Doctor Moloney says, “‘but do we 
have anything to equal Shanghai, 
the noisiest, dirtiest, most indus- 
trialized city of the Orient? The 
Ghinese don’t blow their tops or 
cripple up with arthritis or die of 
high blood pressure in Shanghai 
either.” 

Doctor Moloney says he is satis- 
fied this stoicism is a derivative of 
culture. He says the newborn Oki- 
nawan baby is no stoic. He be- 
haves exactly as an American baby 
does. He resists minor surgery; he 
screams and squirms and swells up 
and tries to push the surgeon's 
knife away. If he is pulled away 
from the breast when nursing 
and Moloney says he and other 
doctors have tried it repeatedly as 
a test—he tosses his arms and feet, 
he swells up, arches his back, and 
cries out lustily. When he is put 
back to the breast, his crying sub- 
sides to sobs that soon cease. The 
so-called Oriental stoicism devel- 
ops later. 


I he native Chamorros of Guam, 
1.400 miles southeast of Okinawa, 
are an Oriental strain, but they're 
far from stoics. They scream, faint, 
slap their kids around, and have 
high blood pressure, thyroid dis- 
turbances, and hysteria much like 
Americans. Medical journal re- 
ports say their children behave as 
neurotically as anything seen in a 
Brooklyn clinic. 

What else? What other test of 
the permissive theory is there?

Dr. Joseph Eaton, sociologist at 
Wayne University, Detroit, has 
found an isolated American com- 
munity where modern ways have 
not penetrated, where there have 
been no suicides nor major crimes. 
The U.S Public Health Service 
has appropriated $20,000, and the 
Cornelian Corner doctors and 
Wayne sociologists are planning a 


further study of the people and of 


the child-rearing methods used. 


The only scientific nonanthro- 
pological test finished so far is the 
study of the nursery-school children 
at Merrill-Palmer. | stopped off to 
talk with Doctor Holway when she 
was still at work on it. To explain 
her doll-play technique, she took 
me into her interviewing room. It 
was a small room, with nothing in 
it but a chair for her, a low round 
table, and two small chairs for the 
child being interviewed. On the 
table was some modeling clay, 
some miniature household goods 
stove, table, beds, baby crib, bath- 
tub, toilet, nursing bottle—and 
some flexible dolls 2 to 5 inches 
tall, with lead feet so they'd stand 
up. Inset high in one wall was a 
one-way screen: you couldn't see 
through it; but from the room be- 
hind it two observers could see, 
hear, and record everything Doc- 
tor Holway and each child said 
and did. 

I've studied children through 
doll-play for 10 vears,” Doctor 
Holway told me, “other psycholo- 
gists and I. We’ve found from clin- 
ical experience that play is a child’s 
life. These dolls we use are dressed 
to represent his father, mother, 
brothers and sisters, baby—one for 
each member in the child’s house- 
hold. He identifies them with the 
members of his family and in his 
play expresses how he feels about 
them and what has happened to 
him. If he is happy and secure, he 
plays with the dolls in a happy, 
realistic wav. He _ feeds them, 
bathes them, puts them to bed, 
follows wholesome family patterns 
He tells them it’s time to get up. 
He has the daddy go off to work. 
But the more emotionally dis- 
turbed he is, the less realistic he is 
in his play, the less able to face 
reality. Just as adults try to escape 
their lives through sickness or in- 
sanity, the child tries ‘to escape in 
his do&-play.” 


One escape, Doctor Holway 
said, is through fantasy, playing 
with the dolls in an unrealistic sit- 
uation outside his own life. One 
boy piled the furniture up to make 
a beanstalk, said one of the dolls 
was Jack, one the giant. He cut the 
beanstalk down, turned the furni- 
ture into a grinding machine, and 
ground the giant up. Well-adjusted 
children resort to sqme fantasy but 
they don’t use it to try to change 
the situation, to escape. 

A second escape is through ag- 
gression. The child bangs the dolls 
or teases or pounds and kills and 
destroys. One girl created a play- 
house, put the baby-sister doll in it, 
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and set it on fire. Then, in guilt, she 
had a man come and put the fire 
out. But she ended up by rolling 
the playhouse and sister away to 
Germany. 

A third escape is through turn- 
ing away from the dolls altogether. 
Suppose a boy sticks the mother 
doll’s head down the toilet and 
bangs the lid down on her, as one 
boy did. If this revelation of his 
feeling arouses guilt, he may with- 
draw from the dolls and _ start 
pounding the clay. Or he may 
think he hears a noise outside and 
demand to know who’s out there. 
Or he may begin to question the 
psychologist about where he lives 
and how many dogs or cats he has 
—anything to escape the anxiety 
his aggression against his mother 
has aroused in him. Once a child 


has revealed his hostility in front of 


the psychologist and felt guilty, he 
may be hard to get back for an- 
other interview. 


Betore I left, Doctor Holway 
summed her study up this way: 
“If the permissive method of child 
care does give the Okinawan his 
unassailable security, then the 
Merrill-Palmer children who have 
been raised by it ought to score 
higher in realistic doll-play.” 

I have already mentioned the 
results. The mean score of the per- 
missive children was 97. Of the 
others, 37 

Suppose, now, you have become 
a Cornelian Corner disciple and 
want to rear your children the per- 
missive way. What do you do? 


1) You, Father, should support 
your wife, help her, back her up. 
For if she doesn’t get love, she often 
can’t give love. She may not even 
be able to feed the baby 

And don’t rake over your job 
and money troubles until you up- 
set Vour wile; upset mothers upset 
babies, create feeding problems. 


2) You, Mother, mustn't let the 
hospital isolate your baby in a 
nursery down the corridor. Keep 
him in your room beside your bed 
so you can feed and mother and 
comfort him. Birth to a baby is like 
a highway crash to you—a shock. 
In his first hours and days, his need 
to be near you is greater than it 
ever will be again. Most hospitals 
will object, of course, and without 
the support of your husband, ob- 
stetrician, pediatrician, and may- 
be the marines, you probably won't 
get away with it. It gums up the 
hospital production line. But four 
hospitals in Detroit are doing it, 
three in Minneapolis, one at Duke 
University, one each in New Ha- 
ven, Washington, D. C., Philadel- 
phia, and Pasadena, and all the U. 
S. Army hospitals in the Far East- 
ern Command. 


3) You, Mother, will breast-feed 
your baby for one year, letting him 
establish his own schedule. He nuz- 
zles and sucks frequently in his 
first days, as often as 10 to 14 times 
a day. He cuts the number of feed- 
ings rapidly, however, and often 
puts himself on a regular schedule. 
He may demand the same amount 
from meal to meal and day to day,

Any dog, 
no matter how well trained and 
disciplined, will dart across the 
street on impulse, to visit with 
another dog, chase a cat, follow

Is there any way to stop my dog 
from rolling in some evil-smelling 
something he finds in the neighbor- 
hood?—H. 1.

treatment is to add 1% teaspoon of 
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powdered calcium gluconate and a 
cup of tomato juice to the daily 
rauon.

My recommendation stipulates 
a water-base (wettable) DDT 
solution to be used on dogs. Un- 
like the oil-base solution (which 
works into the skin and carries the 
poison with it), the water evapo- 
rates on the dog’s coat and leaves 
the DDT on the surface. 


Will castrating my dog cure him 
of the desire to roam all day? If 
not. what will?— Mrs. 8. G., North 
Carolina. 

Having your dog castrated will 
do little or nothing to change the 
roaming habit. Once a dog starts 
finding pleasure elsewhere in the 
society of other dogs, people, or 
children, he’s going to go—and 
there’s no method to overcome the 
situtation. All you can do is con- 
fine him or spend some time with 
him so he won’t be so bored stay- 
ing home.

Don't make a tough job 
out of talking ........ 


Learning how is a long-term task. Give your young- 


ster a good example and he will probably do all right. 


Here’s how to avoid mistakes that slow up speaking 


A baby is learning to talk long before he 
speaks his first real word. He is only minutes 
old when he discovers he can make a noise. 
During his first month, he develops two or three 
different pitches for his voice, corresponding 
to the various vowel sounds. 

By the end of the first month, you should be 
able to tell by his crying whether he is hungry, 
angry, frightened, or in pain. 

From 2 months on, he’s always experiment- 
ing. He discovers that by tensing or relaxing 
his vocal cords, and shaping his tongue and 
lips in different positions he can make different 
sounds. Sometimes he hits on a combination 
which resembles some word. If the sound hap- 
pens to be “‘da da,” or ‘“‘m-m-ma,”’ he’s prob- 
ably surprised at all the excitement it produces. 

It’s easy to take these accidental sounds for 
first ‘words.’ Usually they aren’t. 

Bubbling, gurgling, cooing, are all part of 
learning to talk. At the same time, your baby 
is detecting differences in the tone of your voice. 
He can tell whether it’s cross, comforting, or 
approving. 

At 6 months, he babbles sociably, and sur- 
prises you with inflections and intonations that 
resemble grownup’s speech—even to the rising 
inflection of a question. About this time, he 
begins to understand and recognize some of 
the words you say to him. 

By a year, he understands a good many 
words, even though he can’t say them. This 
knowledge is called his “passive vocabulary.” 
It will always be greater than his active vo- 
cabulary, even when he grows up. Through 
reading and listening all of us understand more 
words than we use. 

Because of this passive vocabulary your baby 
is developing, it’s important that you talk a lot 
to him, and pronounce words correctly. 


B, 11 or 12 months, he will probably say a 
real word and show you that he knows what it 
means. Sometimes his first word may go un- 
noticed for a while because it doesn’t sound 
like the word he is trying to imitate. But, after 


he has used a certain sound several times to 
indicate a certain thing, you catch on. 
Because babyish first words are so appealing, 
you'll be tempted to repeat them back to your 
youngster. Don’t! Many mothers and fathers 
make this mistake. It definitely doesn’t help 


your baby learn to talk. He thinks he is imitat- 
ing the way you talk. If you reverse yourself ' 
now and adopt his way of saying things, you'll 
really mix him up. 

Don’t try to make him change the way he 
pronounces. Just be sure you say the words he 
uses clearly and correctly each time you use 
them. 

Your baby may stop adding words to his vo- 
cabulary for a while after his first two or three 
are- understood. There may be a definite lag, 
too, while he is learning to walk. But he’ll 
make up for lost ground after he has become an 
accomplished walker. In the meantime, you 
can help him add to his unspoken vocabulary 
if you keep talking to him in short, simple 
words, sing nursery songs, recite jingling 
rhymes. Don’t talk too fast, and keep your 
sentences short. 


(anders who are not talked to during this 
learning period don’t develop speech ability 
quickly. They have no model to imitate and 
no reason to talk. Children in orphanages, 
where attendants haven’t time to talk a lot 
with each youngster, are usually slower in 
learning to talk. And they cling to baby talk 
longer. 

Of course, your baby will have other models 
besides you. He’ll copy the speech of anyone 
who is around him a lot. Keep this in mind 
when hiring a servant or baby-sitter. Relatives 
and friends are more difficult to control, but 
you can ask them not to talk baby talk to your 
youngster and to avoid slang as much as possi- 
ble. 

If your family speaks two languages, it’s bet- 
ter to wait until after your youngster is 3 or 4 
years old before you introduce him to the sec- 
ond language. Children exposed to two lan- 
guages from birth don’t seem to learn either 
language as rapidly as they would one lan- 
guage at a time. This is understandable since 
they are learning two words for everything. 

Psychologists disagree with people who 
argue that it’s better to learn more than one 
tongue from infancy on. They say that if a 
child tries to learn two languages at once, he 
may not really grasp all that is meant by the 
words of either language. 

By the time your baby is 18 months old, he 
may have 10 to 20 or more [ Turn to page 214

(oo growing season is well past in most sec- 
tions, but there’s still a good bit of gardening to 
be done. Many of your plants need preparation 
for the winter, and there’s cleanup work, and a 
number of other light jobs. 

Actually, 
it’s the first start on your next spring’s garden, 
and the care you take now will go a long way 
toward better results next season.

Cool weather is also the perfect time to build 
a rock wall or new sidewalk.

One time-, labor-, and moneysaver is the use of pre- 
fabricated roof trusses. There are two trusses per house 
which carry the roof load near the center of the house and 
make bearing partitions unnecessary on the first floor.

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A lower night 
setting will 
save vou fuel 


Blew much can you save on your 
fuel bills by turning the thermostat 
of your furnace down at night? 

Ask that question of any two 
homeowners, and you may get en- 
tirely different answers, as the sav- 
ing depends on their homes, their 
heating plants, and living habits. 
As in most such controversial ques- 
tions, the answer depends generally 
on individual cases. 

However, much research has 
been done recently on the subject, 
and those making tests have come 
up with these conclusions: 

If you have a poorly insulated 
large home, your savings from a 
night temperature reduction may 
be less than if you had a tight- 
er house, because of the amount 
of heat required to bring your 
house up to daytime temperature. 

At the other extreme, it is main- 
tained that if yours is a very small, 
especially well-insulated home, the 
small amount of fuel needed may 
make your savings from a night 
setback less noticeable. 

But if yours is the average well- 
built home, you’ll find your fuel 
bills substantially smaller if you 
set your furnace for a lower tem- 
perature at night. 


| a E have revealed espe- 
cially notable savings from night 
temperature reductions under 
these conditions: 

If your family goes to bed at a 
fairly regular hour. 

If bedroom windows are open 
during the night. (If they are, leave 
bedroom doors closed to keep cold 
from the rest of the house. There’s 
no real need to open your windows 
—even in a tight house air changes 
about 1% times an hour.) 

If members of the family are not 
in the house for a substantial part 
of the day, you can make a day- 
time temperature cutback, as well. 

The tests also show that savings 
increase according to the time the 
furnace can be left at its lower set- 
ting, and with the amount night- 
time temperatures are lowered. 


a of the rhany types of in- 
stallations tested in homes, the 
savings recorded varied consider- 
ably. One test showed a fuel saving 
of 15.8 percent resulting from a set- 
back of 10 degrees between 9:30 
p-m. and 5:15 a.m. Other home 
tests showed savings of 4 to 9.5 per- 
cent; and in industrial buildings, 
savings up to 30 percent were seen. 

One reason some homeowners 
have resisted setting temperatures 
back at night has been the discom- 
fort of rising to cold rooms. But new 
controls have done away with even 
that. The controls automatically 
turn your furnace back to daytime 
temperatures—before you get up.

SOUTH 


Sow seeds of all types of annuals as well as most quick-flow- 
ering perennials in south Florida. Sow hardy and half-hardy 
innuals in Lower South and hardy annuals in Middle and 
Upper South. 

Plant flowering bulbs—amaryllis, daffodils, freesias, ismene, 
cold-treated tulips, calla, Easter, and regal lilies in Lower South. 
In Middle and Upper South, plant hyacinths, ixias, leucojum, 
ranunculus, scillas, zephyranthes, tulips, daffodils, and lilies of 
ill kinds. Remember, this is the last month for planting most 
spring-flowering bulbs with assurance of success. 

Keep on feeding and dusting or spraying roses in Lower 
South. But do little around roses in Upper and Middle South 
except cutting tall canes to avoid whipping by winter winds. 

Plant camellias, using a soil mix around the roots composed 
of equal parts topsoil, sand, and peat; use of peat alone allows 
roots to dry. Mulch camellias with peat or oak leaves.

TEXAS-SOUTHWEST 


Start redwood burls and sweet-potato vines for holiday gifts 
and decorations. Plant dish gardens and glass gardens. Start 
paper-white narcissus now if you want blooms six or more 
weeks from now. Pot amaryllis bulbs early this month for early 
flowering. 

Mulch plumbago; it is considered winter-hardy only in 
coastal areas. Cover pansy seedlings lightly. 

Sow seed of California poppies, dianthus, stocks, and wall- 
flowers before winter sets in. Plant tuberoses just before the 
first heavy frost; mulch well as they’re not considered hardy in 
ill sections of this area. Set out plants of sweetwilliams, daisies, 
and thrift in their permanent places to secure earliest bloom. 

Soak camellias twice a week when buds begin to appear.

CENTRAL AND EAST 


Plant and transplant various early-flowering shrubs now. 
Thrust the spade straight down and far enough away from the 
canes to get plenty of roots. Thrusting the spade under the 
shrub at a sharp angle cuts off too many roets and thereby 
causes stunting for several years. Don’t allow roots to be ex- 
posed to the sun and air while the holes are being prepared. 
Mix a handful of complete plant food and some peat or com- 
post in with the soil around the roots. 

Take up annuals that have escaped frost, such as petunias 
and pansies, and pot them for indoor bloom. Pots of ground- 
cover plants, such as English ivy, provide green for indoors. 

Plant bulbs and lilies up until the ground freezes—even un- 
til the first of the year, if you can dig the ground. Dig holes in 
wet soil, if necessary, to get bulbs planted. 

Don’t burn fallen leaves but place on the compost heap. 
Sprinkle some lime and complete plant food or a straight nitro- 
gen plant food for each 6-inch depth of leaves. Use old compost 
now over garden and spade in.

PACIFIC NORTHWEST 


Lift dahlias after the first frost injures the leaves. Cut off 
tops about 4 inches above the tuberous roots. Turn clumps 
upside down and allow to dry thoroughly before storing. Store 
dahlias in sand or vermiculite in a cool place. Canna and be- 
gonia tubers should be stored similarly. East of the Cascades, 
lift tigridias and store in a frostproof place. 

Divide and replant rock plants such as dianthus, campanula, 
and sedums. Top-dress plants in rock garden with 2 inches of 
compost; add peat for acid-loving plants. 

Cut down aspargus tops and cover the bed with 6 inches of 
compost. Mound up soil around celery plants to start bleach- 
ing. Harvest tomatoes before frost. 

Pick late apples and pears before danger of frost.

CALIFORNIA 


Feed camellias with acid plant food and mulch with leaf- 
mold or redwood bark. Allow tuberous begonias to go to rest 
by gradually reducing water. 

Renew Bermuda grass in the lawn by raking out long run- 
ners and giving a top-dressing. Sow ryegrass to keep lawn green 
all winter, while Bermuda grass is brown. 

Keep vegetables in the soil for good winter storage except 
where the ground freezes. Frost improves parsnips. 

Protect young avocado and citrus trees from bark injury by 
stretching burlap on south and windward sides.

or, though less likely, he may be 
extremely variable. That is his 
choice. 


4) Both of you, Father and 
Mother, should postpone bowel 
and bladder education until the 
baby can walk, can tell his needs, 
can learn to be dry through curi- 
osity and imitation (usually about 
18 months). His spinal-cord tract 
that controls bowel and bladder 
muscles does not fully develop un- 
til about 18 months, and his brain 
until he is 24. If you wait until 
these developments come natural- 
ly, he will pretty much educate 
himself and won’t get all fussed up. 


5) Both of you, particularly 
Mother, must love him, cuddle 
him, comfort him. Your place is 
with him, his with you. Perhaps it 
is extreme to suggest that you carry 
him on your back. It depends. In 
Palestine, the economy has made 
it necessary for mothers to work in 
the fields. They have left their ba- 
bies in nurseries. Last summer one 
of the Cornelian Corner psychia- 
trists, Dr. Harry E. August, visited 
Palestine and the nurseries. “In 
one there were 30 babies,” Doctor 
August says. “Twenty-eight were 
thumb-suckers, many were bed- 
wetters. I told them this: if the 
Palestinean mother is to work i 
the field, she should carry her baby 
on her back.” 

That is the permissive method. 


iF makes one wonder. Will it 
bring inner peace to your child, a 
lessening of the psychosomatic ills 
that have tormented our time 
this primitive mothering from a 
far-off Pacific island? Is it the 
Mother, after all, as the tear-jerk- 
ing old orator said, who holds the 
destiny of mankind in her arms? 

Is it the atom bomb that threat- 
ens us with doomsday, or is it the 
guilt and aggression in the fright- 
ened minds of men? Is it possible 
that our hope lies not with the 
generals, the “‘isms,”’ the balances 
of power, the pacts, but in the soft 
warm breast of woman, and the 
fact that she has nothing better to 
do than to stay close to her infant 
and love him? 

Is there much to lose in trying?

| smelled paint as | stepped through the door. Maggie's doing her kitchen over 


Nev. I So busy at the routine chore 
of earning the family living that it 
was almost plumb dark when I got 
home tonight and no chance to do 
anything outside. So to the base- 
ment to potter around. 

First, it was to examine the pots 
in which I had planted paper- 
white narcissus bulbs the other day. 
Soil was beginning to dry a bit, so 
I carried water to them. Then to 
examine my glads, carried to the 
basement after digging, to dry and 
cure for two or three weeks in flats.

slogan to remember. A year or so 
ago you may have read about the 
New York policeman, John A. 
Parsons. Early in life he wanted to 
become a minister but had to go to 
work at 16. As patrolman he spent 
six years’ spare time studying 
theology. At 43, he was ordained a 
deacon in the Methodist church 
by Bishop Oxnam. At 44, he be- 
comes eligible to retire on a pen- 
sion and become a full-fledged 
minister. Around that same time 
the newspapers told of a Port 
Chester accountant and a Stand- 
ard Oil of New Jersey foreman 
who also became clergymen after 
retiring. But where they did it at 
70 and 65 respectively, Parsons 
made the change young enough to 
give himself two rich lifetimes in 
one. 


Mos of us want to be active and 
useful as long as we live. The 
Northwestern National Life In- 
surance Company got substantial 
proof of it when they asked over 
3,000 policyholders, “If you were 
financially able to retire at 55 or 
60, what would you like to do?” 
Three out of every four replies 
showed special interest in youth 
groups, religious work and social 
service, helping underprivileged 
children and the deserving poor 
Half wanted to be useful to their 
communities.! 

This survey showed plainly that 
the pace and tension of a job can 
pall on youlas you grow older. 
Many urgently wanted to ease up 
a bit to make time for study, pur- 
poseful hobbies, and interests.

For there 
are two ways of aging. Chronolog- 
ical aging measures vour life by 
calendar years. Physiological ag- 
ing measures your age by the con- 
dition of your body, and as you 
know, one man may be younger 
physically at 75 than his brother is 
at 55. Some authorities even be- 
lieve that retiring early on a sure 
pension and to interesting activity 
can add about four years to your 
life! In some cases it does even 
more.

thought about what he might do if 
he only had time? At 58, a coal- 
mining executive retired to write 
one of the best travel books of the 
year. Retiring in his 50’s, a Texan 
who had scribbled small items for 
a local paper became a prominent 
contributor to national magazines. 
Others with more modest talent 
enjoy part-time reporting for local 
papers, and write for local radio 
stations. 


I, our 30’s and 40’s some of us 
talk excitedly about farming, but 
it can be too much for you when 
you’re 65. Even if you retire at 55 
be sure you’re up to it; better spe- 
cialize. One man who got only a 
headache raising poultry found he 
could make handsome profits by 
raising swans and peacocks for 
owners of big estates. 

Having younger friends, that in- 
surance survey showed, was an al- 
most universal desire as we grow 
older. Early retirement betters 
your chances of being acceptable 
and interesting to younger people. 
That’s because you're more adapt- 
able yourself, more interested in 
everything going on, less self-cen- 
tered. We can’t all go to college at 
55—though many do—but there 
are interesting, inexpensive sub- 
stitutes which can keep us learning 
and among the young. You can 
enter evening classes in your high 
school or join a hobby club where 
your knowledge about cameras 
or cabinetmaking can make young- 
er members look up to you and ask 
your advice. 


Gente and high-school students 
may become your friends if vou 
have a skill they want to learn or 
hobby equipment you're willing to 
share with them. A retired insur- 
ance man on Long Island doubled 
his hobby pleasure when he invited 
several teen-age neighbors to share 
his well-equipped workshop. A 
former railroad official turned his 
model railroad into an operating 
company, invited several young 
sons of neighbors to help him or- 
ganize and run it, each boy hold- 
ing one post after another. A re- 
tired dentist, seeking to regain his 
lost joy at the piano, found two 
budding violinists and a young 
cellist who wanted to form a quar- 
tet, but lacked a pianist. Now 
they are entertaining local audi- 
ences as well as growing musically 
Another man shares his homemade 
telescope with young astronomers. 


One of the happiest men I ever 
met was Edwin M. Hydeman, 
retired silk merchant. Quitting 
business in his 50’s, he made a new 
career for himself by inducing 
managers of theaters, movie houses, 
ball teams, and circuses to put on 
special free performances for the 
orphans, crippled children, the 
blind, and other underprivileged 
youngsters in New York. But for 
his work they would never have 
been able to see hockey games, 
top-flight drama, and other high-

priced entertainment. In 11 years 
he managed to get them 350,000 
free tickets. 

Other kinds of social service can 
be done even better before 65— 
raising money for hospitals, taxi- 
ing crippled children to school, 
serving on local committees which 
need your skill and experience. If 
you can act, sing, play an instru- 
ment, or entertain with parlor 
magic you may, like many, get a 
glow from entertaining in hospi- 
tals, old folks’ homes, and orphan- 
ages. And you'll have a greater 
sense of fulfillment than you ever 
had when you were merely making 
money. 


I wives knew what a lift it can 
be to have a husband make a well- 
planned early retirement, they, 
too, would ask, “Why wait until 
65?” For mothers have their own 
peculiar retirement blues—the 
empty, all-gone feeling when the 
last adult offspring walks out to 
start a home a thousand miles 
away. At this very point might be 
your own ideal retirement age! 
For another survey showed that 
married couples look forward to 
redoing and renovating their 
homes as a grand lark when the 
children are gone. Retire before 65, 
however, and you'll be readier to 
paint ceilings, relocate an aspara- 
gus bed, do high outside painting, 
and make that stone walk in the 
garden.

You both feel more like travel- 
ing, hiking, and climbing to see 
things, and you’ll find a heartier 
welcome in the home of distant 
friends than if you wait until 65 
when both you and they are so 
much older that entertaining has 
become more of a chore.

One cou- 
ple, for example, makes toys all 
winter long for distribution to poor 
children at Christmas time.

His wife pre- 
pared a circular and began to sell 
them by mail. Now their little 
business makes a satisfying sort of 
retirement. Another couple, child- 
less themselves, had always wanted 
youngsters around them. Now they 
make a business of catering for 
children’s parties. Bill calls for 
each child in his station wagon, 
Fran knows just what kind of meals 
and games they'll go crazy about, 
and their service has become the 
talk of the town. 


Bu why defer adventures like 
those? Especially when that survey 
of 3,000 men showed the older 
ones positively fearful of retire- 
ment. The older you grow the 
deeper you can sag in your old, 
familiar rut, the more you posi- 
tively dread to stick out your neck. 
At 65, retirement can loom up as 
impending tragedy where at 55 or 
60 it can be a bugle call to a new 
life more to your liking. Marcus 
Aurelius had the right idea when 
he counseled: “‘Do not act as 
though you had a thousand years 
to live!’ So why wait until 65 to 
live as you'd really like to?

a tree is as important a job as you'll ever do 
around your home. You can make mistakes with smaller 
plants; but if your tree doesn’t grow well, you’ve lost valu- 
able years. And if it’s in the wrong place, it can spoil the 
appearance of your home. 

Give serious thought to use and placement of trees. 
Foresight’s better than hindsight. Ask vourself the question, 
‘**What special purpose do we want the tree to serve?” 

Trees are used to frame the home and enhance its appear- 


1. Spread canvas or heavy paper by the stake where tree is to be plant- 
ed—this will keep grass neat, give a finished job. Cut the sod in a 
circle and remove by peeling it back with the spade; sod bare spots 
around the lawn with it or place on compost heap. Dig the hole larger 
than spread of tree's roots; they must not be cramped. Place top and 
bottom soil on separate piles. Gouge holes for any extra-long roots 


2. Roots should not be cramped in hole—they should spread out nat- 
urally, as above. Loosen the soil in the bottom before setting the tree. 
Place the rich topsoil around the roots. Keep the roots in water or wrap 
them in wet burlap while the hole is being prepared; sun and wind are 
hard on roots. The wrapping protects trunk from both sun and borers

ance. Your home and surroundings are kept cool for you to 
enjoy both indoor and outdoor living. Plant trees to screen 
undesirable views or to frame desirable ones. Don’t forget 
a small shade tree for the children’s sandbox. Planting three 
to five trees in one hole can give you a naturalistic effect out 
your picture window. 

Use restraint and make every tree count. Remember, a 
tree is long-lived; and correct placement will save you dis- 
comfort and expense. Large, poorly placed trees are ex- 
pensive to cut down. Drive stakes where trees are needed; 
shift them as necessary for final placement. Visualize a 30- 
foot branch spread where stakes are driven. Don’t space 
trees less than 40 feet apart, or closer than 15 feet to the 
house; more space is better. 

Special care must be used in fall-planting trees in cold 
sections of the country. Follow the planting story below 
step by step to help insure success. 


3. Trunk wrap should run from two inches below ground up to the first 
limb. Set tree one to two inches deeper than it was before. Fill hole about 
three-fourths with soil, using poor bottom soil last. Thrust end of hose 
into the loose soil (above) and let water run; pull hose out and repeat 
around tree. Rock tree back and forth to cause close contact of wet 
soil with roots. Fill with remaining soil. You need not give plant food 


4. Rake soil fine and make basin around trunk to receive water. Thorough 
watering is essential before freezing weather sets in. Cutting out or 
cutting back limbs can wait till next April. Apply several feet of 
straw or other form of mulch on the ground around the tree to encourage 
late rooting. Stake and tie the tree to prevent sway and root injury

D>. hot air is the greatest hazard in growing house 
plants in winter. You can lick that problem with a terrarium 
or glass garden, which will keep plants green and glossy in 
moist air with very little watering. 

A trip to the attic or basement will suggest possible con- 
tainers for your glass garden. An old fishbowl, clear glass 
cooky jar, or rectangular aquarium is ideal. 


Preparing the container: Wash and polish the container. 
Place charcoal, gravel, and soil as shown above. A lining of 
moss, green side out, between soil and glass will improve 
appearance. A good soil mixture is 2 parts loam, 2 parts 
coarse sand, 1 part leafmold. It shouldn’t be too rich or 
plants will grow fast and crowd one another. 


What to plant: A number of house plants, if not too large or 
rapid-growing, will thrive in your terrarium. A few of the 
possibilities are: African-violet, babytears, begonia (ever- 
blooming), caladiums, crotons, English ivy (miniature), 
ferns, fittonia, peperomia, philodendron, selaginellas, sheet 
moss, wandering Jew. 

For a cool spot like a sun porch, plant a woodland garden 
of the smallest plants you can find in your own woods. Sug- 
gestions are: evergreen seedlings, dogtooth violet, Dutch- 
man’s breeches, hepatica, and mosses. 


How to plant: Scoop holes, place plants with small balls of 
soil, firm soil about roots, and water. Don’t plant too thickly; 
growth will soon fill any open spaces. 


Ventilation and light: Cover opening with a glass lid, left 
partly open for ventilation. If moisture condenses inside, re- 
move cover entirely. Place garden in good light but not sun- 
light, or heat will harm plants. 


Watering: Water is seldom needed because little evaporates. 
Sprinkle just enough to moisten soil when it feels dry to the 
touch. Remember, there are no drain holes.

Keep your house plants healthy 


Irs fortunate that the four most 
popular house plants (after Afri- 
can-violets) are among the easiest 
to grow. Geraniums, begonias, 
philodendron, and English ivy 
have no fancy likes and dislikes. 
They are simple, straightforward 
plants which reward you abun- 
dantly in return for a little com- 
mon sense in caring for them. 

If you follow the simple instruc- 
tions below, the chances of trouble 
with these four plants are slight. 


General care: Good loam with 
plenty of leafmold is the best soil. 
If you mix your own, use 3 parts 
garden soil, 1 part sand, 1 part 
leafmold or peatmoss. Double the 
amount of leafmold for the richer 
appetites of begonias. Add 4 table- 
spoonfuls of superphosphate or 
bonemeal to each peck of the mix- 
ture for needed plant food. 

Put pieces of broken flowerpot 
in the bottom of the container to 
prevent drainage hole from clog- 
ging with earth. However, many of 
today’s handsome containers come 
without drainage holes, and in 
that case place about half an inch 
of charcoal or gravel in the bottom 
of the pot before adding soil. 

Turn the plants occasionally so 
they won't grow lopsided reaching 
for the light. Don’t use cold water 
for your plants; the shock sets back 
their growth. 


Your English ivy and philo- 
dendron: Both these plants dis- 
like direct sunlight. That doesn’t 
mean, though, that they don’t 
need light. They will grow best 
near a window, but will stand con- 
siderable shade. The common 
practice of putting them in a dim, 
dark corner results in plants of 
which one cannot be proud. 
Philodendrons are toughies and 
stand a good deal of heat and dry 
air. English ivy is a littl more 
choosy, and prefers air somewhat 
on the cool side. For that reason, 
try to give it the coolness it needs 
by placing it on a sun porch or ina 
north window. If that isn’t possible, 
spraying the leaves every day with 
water will help overcome the ef- 


fects of too much heat and dryness. 

Your philodendron won’t give 
you much trouble because of insect 
pests or diseases. English ivy, 
though, is often a victim of red 
spider, especially if the air and 
leaves are dry. Red spider causes 
the leaves to turn gray and dead, 
and close’ examination will reveal 
tiny cobwebs on leaves. Best cure 
is water, applied in strong spray 
under your kitchen faucet. Repeat 
treatment every few days. 

Both plants will do better with 
an occasional feeding of a solution 
of 1 teaspoonful of complete plant 
food to 1 quart of water. Or use a 
plant-food tablet poked into the 
soil. Feed a couple of times during 
the winter. 


Your geraniums: Your main 
worry with these plants is overfeed- 
ing or overwatering, which will 
cause geraniums to grow foliage 
at the expense of bloom. Use a pot 
just big enough to prevent crowd- 
ing the roots; too much soil gives 
the roots too much food. If you 
potted your geraniums in good soil 
in the fall they shouldn’t need any 
extra feeding during the winter. 

Water only enough to prevent 
soil from drying out. Sometimes 
the leaves of a geranium will turn 
yellow; this is uSually a result of 
too much water. 

Your geranium needs sunlight 
to bloom, so plate it in a window 
with lots of direct sun. 


. 
Your begonias: Like geraniums, 
your begonias need sunlight to 
produce flowers. However, they 
like a richer soil and respond to 
feeding. Give your plants a light 
feeding once a month, using a solu- 
tion of a teaspoonful of complete 
plant food to a quart of water. Or 
use a plant-food tablet poked i 
the soil with a pencil about once 
every two months. 

reat all begonias in this fashion 
except the tuberous kinds which are 
not commonly used as house plants. 
Your best bet is to grow everbloom- 
ing begonias, which live up to 
their name and are _ practically 
never without flowers
